NEW YORK, Sept. 2S —The Morgan 


line steamship Eldorado, arrived from 
New Orleans yesterday afternoon, as an- 
nounced, eight hours over due.

Sunday night, oil'the southern coast of 
Florida. 
Captain Percy had

warned of an approaching storm pre- 
vious to leaving port by a sudden drop 
in the barometer, but 
decided 
to 


chance it. 
Sunday night the wind 


howled through the rigging at a fifty 
knot clip, and everything laoveable on 
deck had to be doubly lashed. 
The 


rain fell continuously and m torrents. 
Captain Percy never changed~-the ves 
sol's course, and at daybreak on Mon- 
day he found he had weathered the 
storm and was on the edge of the tor- 
nado. 
At this point, however, the 


wind veered to the northward and fol- 
lowed along in the wake of the flying 
steamer. "It kept right along with 
us, 
though," 
said 
the 
captain, 


"and followed us right up the High- 
lands. We kept on the verge of it, 
however, and it simply flirted wilh us 
all the way up. The torrents of rain 
continued to fall throughout it all. I 
have been in storms before where the 
velocity of the wind was as great but 
never before experienced sur.h a con- 
tinuous fall of rain. It was like a 
cloud-burst. Just before reaching Hat- 
teras the lightning commenced to flash 
and streak after streak chased each 
other across the sky for forty-eight 
hours. Some of the flashes were so 
close that I thought we should be 
struck. The passengers had a sorry 
five days' trip of it. They were housed 
most of the time and many were sick 
the greater portion of the passage," 
Captain Percy says that any steameis 
which were twenty-four hours behind 
him must have fared very badly, for 
they would be in the very center of the 
storm. The Ward line steamer Oyen- 
fugos. which went to sea yesterday af- 
ternoon, only ventured as far as the 
lightship and then put about and 
dropped anchor in Gravesend bay.

caught very heavy storms off Hatteras, 
encountering head-winds that retarded 
them several hours.

A dispatch from Paris to the Ex- 


change Telegraph company says its 
correspondent there learns on the best 
authority that in July last a provisional

Russia and China in legard to the 
future action of Russia in the Painiri. 
It is agreed by the two countries that 
the forces of neither power should pass 
the'Sarrikul range. This agreement 
re-establishes friendly relations between 
Russia and China and has an important 
bearing upon the fortunes of China in 
the present straggle. Russia, however, 
the dispatch adda, is not likely to 
maintain a friendly attitude towards 
China without substantial returns. 


WASHIKOTOX, Sept 28 —At the Japa- 


nese legation today no official confirma- 
tion of the reported Japanese invasion 
of Manchuria and the reported decisive 
victory of the Japanese near Moukden, 
the capital of the Chinese province, 
could be obtained, but the reports weie 
credited. It was pointed out by the 
Japanese that an invasion of Manchuria 
would be a direct result of the Japanese 
victory at Ping Yang and the diplomats 
at the legation were willing to credit 
the news of a repetition of the triumph 
of the soldiers of the mikado in the new 
territory. 
The reports from Paris of 


provisional agreement between Russia 
and China, said to have been effected 
in July, by which 
Russia 
agreed 


not to cross the Sarrikul range, was re- 
garded as possible if not probable at 
the Japanese legation, although the 
fact of its having been kept so long a 
secret was believed to militate against 
its authenticity. It was pointed out, 
however, that such nn agreement made 
just as the trouble between China and 
Japan was being precipitated had no 
bearing on that struggle and was prob- 
ably simply a provisional settlement of 
the Pamirian question, which has long 
been a bone of contention for the dip 
lomats of the Chinese empire and the 
czar. The Pamirian table lands, in- 
habited by the Tartars, He on the north- 
western frontier of China, separating 
that country from Asiatic Russia.
